Hussein’s Abdication.

The same has to be said of the 
succession by his son, which has followed, whereby three brothers 
between them rule so much of what bas been eo fondly looked 
upon as the future Arab Empire. But we imagine that those 
who see in the fall of KinG Hussein an indication that bis 
presumed strength wae altogether an exaggerated idea, and 
the difficulty of getting Arabe to agree among themselves in 
loyalty, one section to the other, are not greatly mistaken.: it is, 
perhaps, thie aspect of the incident that has particular interest for 
us. Because it shows the futility of exposing. as has been pro 
posed, the Government of Palestine to independent Arab rule. 
the Palestine Arabs are, if anything,: less capabie of 
political organisation thav, speaking generally, those of the rest of 
Arabic speaking countries. It is deubtlesse this conviction that 
induced the Powers to assign Palestine as a Jewish country, 
and not to leave a spot vitally important to the future peace and 
well-being of the world at the mercy of entirely intractable sections 
of the Arab population, who, if they could exhibit sufficient 
cohesiveness to form anything in the mature of a federated 
government, would quickly revert to mutual antagonsam and to 
their normal — tion of constant etrife.

The man or woman who would see religious duties performed with 
as much joy and pleasure as “Mentor’s” kiddies look forward to 
the annual holiday provided them by his efforts should certainly spen, 
the week of Succoth in Jerusalem. 

As a matter of fact, the whole of the month of Jishri would make q 
very fino holiday month io Palestine, with Jerusalem as headquarters, 
It is true that at this time of the year the country is burnt upand brown. 
but this is more than compensated for by the equable climate and thie 
glorions colours which may be seen from all sides, caused by the 
magnificent sunsets that obtain at this. time of the year. During 
the whole of Tishri a holiday air seems to pervade all the city; not the 
holiday air of Hampstead Heath on Easter Monday, but a feeling of 
joyous realisation cf the sentiment of universal goodwil! and fellowship, 

From the last days of //!n!, one feels that every passer-by wants to 
offer the time-honoured wish: In every Jewish quarter 
one sees in the shops announcements that /throgim from the colonies arg 
gold there. It is no uncommon thing to hear the Shofar being practised 
at all times of the day, seasonable and otherwise. 

E-veu the great day of Aippur is looked forward to with a pleasurable 
anticipation, and the nearest approach one meets with tothe English “| 
wish you well over the Fast,” isthe aspiration : TAI TO", though the 
wish for a happy year is as frequently used. 

But it is when the Day of Atonement is over that Jerusalem begins to 


put on her air of true festivity. 


One of the most animated sights of the year is to be found in the 
old town between Aippur and Succoth, where one may see the chaffering 
over lulabim and their concomitants. The sweet savour of the 


Hadassim is to be noticed on all sides, and:‘that, coupled with al! the 


characteristic of these quarters. Aud how pieased and satisfied tie 
happy purchaser looks as he goes cff, carrying his /.uia) so that a:i the 
world may see what a beauty Ac has bought. . There is no question here 
of having it wrapped up in brown paper, and sent home carefuil 
guised, for fear lest ne should be considered guilty of belonging to an 
inferior caste; any more than on the first day Yom 705 he will hide his 
Talith and prayer-book in the pockets of his coat-tails insteal of carrying 
them openly under his arm ina big Talith bag. 

Ua every little balcony (of course those cecupied by Jews, who are 
sixty per cent. of the population of Jerusalem), a smal! Suceah has been 
buiit. Where there is no balcony, the courtyard is used for this purpose. 
[an most cases these Succot are of the most primitive description. con 
sisting very often morely of branches of patms thrown over a rovgh 
framework, with a pomegranates, bottles of honey, and olive oi! 
depending therefrom. Lut whether it.is tha Succa on a small balcony 
in Mea Shearim, or the orvate structure 0a the roof of a large house iu 4 
better quarter, there is asmuch pride and pleasure taken in tiem as there 
would be by a millionaire ia histen thousand pound tmausion. 

in Jernsalem, Saccah baiiding is not left to synagogues and their 
officials, but it is a religious duty, looked forward to, and undertaken by 
the majority of the citizens with as wuch enthusiasm and pleasure a8 
the average Eaglish family looks forward to its annual seaside holiday. 

But the modern Palestine, while i.vinogly performing the dulies 
entailed upon her by her long past, does not forget that the hope of that 
past can only be realised through present action, bearing future results 
Aud so the young men, the hope of the future, in their luspired 
enthusiasm last year selected CAai/i Hamoed Succoth as the season euitabic 
above all others for a great sports’ meetiog in which representatives [rom 
all parts of Palestine would take part, to be held on Mount Scopuy, not . 
far from the spot from which one day the youthful intellect of Palestiue 
will once more radiate Jewish culture to all parts of the earth. 

Thus we are confirming, as is so often the case in this wonderful old 
new /-retc Yisrael of ours, the truth of the prophecies—“ Then shall the

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IN THE COMMUNAL. ARMCHAIR. 
Jewish Anti-Semitism. 


By MENTOR. 
T = is no necessity to say a great deal, if anything, 


more than has been said about the outburst of Jewish 

anti-Semitism of which the Bloomsbury County Court 

was recently the scene. It is to be hoped that the gentle- 
man who allowed himself so far to forget himself, and the fact that 
membership of the House of Israel demands of even the humblest of 
the fold certain obvious amenities, has now seen the error of bis 
hastily chosen words and will place a surer bridle upon his tongue in 
the future. ButI refer thus casually to the very ugly incident in order 
to say that Mr. Registrar Friend, although he sinned with particular 
grievousness because his pronouncement was made officially and 
judicially, but showed that he was afflicted with an illness that, as 
we are allof us quite aware, is very prevalent among Jews. It may 
sound paradoxical to speak of Jewish anti-Semitism and to conclude 
that Jews have a prejudice against things Jewish ; but they have and, 
although proceeding from a different angle from that which distin- 
guishes anti-Semitism in general, it is none the less bitter, none the 
less harmful. That master of paradoxes, Israel Zangwill, is reputed 


once to have said that the only people entitled to be anti-Semites were 


Jews. But he meant something more than the evolving of a quaint 
quip by whathe said. He meant that no one so surely as the Jew can 
have such a high and exalted notion of what Jews can and should 
be, or can feel so disappointed at observing what the average Jews 
are, ascan amember of ourownrace. That, however, is not precisely 
the point of view of the ordinary Jewish anti-Semite. Nor can Jewish 
anti-Semitism be faithfully said to arise from an exalted or even an 
unduly exalted idea of Jews and Judaism. Quite the contrary. 
e 


It is common experience to find Jews running down their feliow- 
Jews by reason of their habits, their manners, the course of life 
they pursue, their way of trading, and so forth. With equal 
frequency do we come across evidences of pride at being taken for 
a non-Jew, or the actual libel parents feel is committed, say, upon 
their children—just to give an instance--when someone bappens to 
note their Jewish looks. How gladly a Jew will tell you that somcone 
whom he met bad been maligning Jews, and when the Jew had 
intimated that be himself was one, had been told that he was, ef course, 


not the sort of Jew about whom complaint was made, or that if the | 


maligner bad not been informed that the Jew was, in fact, a Jew, 
would bave supposed that he was a non-Jew. How many times do we 
hear mothers and fathere expressing anxiety that their children 
should be brought up free of Jewish ways, indistinguishable from the 
peoples around them, be they English, French, American, German, 
or, | suppose (because the parity of argument applies), any other 
people who -bappen to constitute their human environment—any- 
There is no need for me to go 
on cataloguing. Everyone knows to what I refer, because everyone 
constantly comes across such evidences as | have mentioned, of the 
dislike of what they would call that which is Jewish in other Jews, 
The fact that the faults they see in fellow-Jews are frequently seen 


in themselves by those very fellow-Jews, does not affect their 
argument. 


To be sure, in a large number of instances, what is ascribed 
to Jewishness is nothing of the kind. I recollect hearing a 
Jewish acquaintance of mine indignantly deploring the habit of 
Jews " speaking with their bands,” as he put it. I doubt, however, 
Whether that can be said to be a Jewish characteristic, seeing 
that it is equally one of so many other peoples who are racially 
distinct from Jews in every sense of the word. Indeed, it is 
chiefly in England that the habit is very noticeable. But then, 
the Englishman is marked down by peoples of other nationalities as 
cold and unimpressive in speech, just because he does not accent- 
uate what he says, manually. I mention that just as an example 
of how even Jews base their Jewish anti-Semitism on wrong notions 
and wrong ideas. Who for a moment who knows anything of our 
people, the doctrines of their religion, the remarkably high morality 
and ethical beauty which distinguish it, the keen nicety whereby 
straightforwardness and righteous dealing constantly aud in every 
possible way are enforced, can be under the delusion that such 
things as fraudulent bankruptcies, sham burglaries or arson, when 
committed, are indicative ofthe Jew? It is an untruth which is as 


foul as it ig ungrounded. 
° 


If our people—and I say i/—show any undue proclivity to 


this class of offence, or if they are usurious in their dealings or 
tricky in their businesses, they are not exhibiting the inherent 


teaching of our religion. These things-are the mud and the slime 


that have become attached to us in our wanderings amid far baser 
people than ourselves. We have been cast among the nations and 
we have learnt their ways. We have imbibed these and many other 
characteristics from our surroundings. But let me not be mis- 
understood, They are the result not merely or only of our living 
amidst this people or that, or even in this or that condition. The 
result we see is through our having derived certain charac. 
teristics (not necessarily originally altogether evil) that have 
become superimposed upon our -own and, as is invariably 
the case, the result has been calamitous. For races given over 
to assimilation almost always become possessed of the worst 
forms of the worees and not the better qualities of the peoples 
in relation to whom they come into the position of subjugation to 
predeminance. Thus, some Jews have, itis true, ugly characteristics 
But these are mostly traceable to their various environments; they 
cannot rightly besaid to be Jewish. Nor are they confined to character- 
istics derived from Eastern Europe, as others besides Mr. Registrar 
Friend appear to think. By no means the least ugly, for instance, 
are such characteristics as are sometimes evolved in the assimilated 
Jew in England. There is no need for me to labour this, No 
more repulsive Jew is there to anyone of true Jewish feeling than 
the Jew with a thin veneer of Englishry over him—unless it be the 


Jew who has undergone the like process in America. 


The moral of all thisis thatthe cult of Jewish anti-Semitism, as we 
find it, is based upon a complete fallacy. The characteristics in fellow- 
Jews which are deplored, are very seldom Jewish characteristics. The 
man characteristically Jewish, no Jew who has an atom of Jewishness 
in his composition can do otherwise than admire and respect. Let me 
add only thie: that in nine out of ten in whom we have to note 
what is repellent to us and that we somewhat ignorantly, as was the 
case with the Registrar at the Bloomsbury County Court, assign to 
them because they are Jews—even Jews of a particular class or origin 
—are usually but spots upon the leopard’s skin. Beneath them there 
is most often found a reservoir of fine traits and noble: ideals and 


aspirations. Orit may be great capacity in either commerce, or art, 


or literature, even among those in whose fellow-citizens it were vain ta 
seek for anything soadmirable. I saythisin noempty boasting. I 
say it because the facts concerning our people taken in the aggregate 
go to prove it. Theygoto prove that the Jew has as high a civilisa- 
tion as any race in existence to-day, and that the great 


religions, moral, and ethical teachings that for centuries, ever. 


since we became a péople, have become intertwined with our 
political and national history, have found their sure lodgment and 
effect in the true characteristics that distinguish Jews from their 
fellow-men. These are facts which, it is only reasonable we 
should ask, should be recollected by Jews, difficult as I know it 
is to get them appreciated by non-Jews. If they were appreciated 
and understood by Jews there would be an end—a sure and certain 
end—to anything in the nature of Jewish anti-Semitism.

Rebuilding Bayswater Jewish Schools. 
From Rabbi J. Newman. 
To the Editor of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE. | 
Sie,—t beg the permission of your esteemed celimnas to make a 
suggestion with reference to the Bayswater Jewish Schools, for the 
rebuilding of which, an appeal has just been launched. 
There is one great disadvantage under which the school labousa, 


that is obvious to all dwelling in the neighbourhood, and that is, ita 


situation. [tis placed aj an inconvenient distance from the centre of 
the Jewish population of the district, which is Notting Hill aud North 
Kensington. 

If the committee of the school, iastead of rebuilding it where it 
stands, would transplant it within the above mentioned district, it would 
prove advantageous both for the achool and the Jews dwelling in the 
district. There are about five hundred Jowish children attending the 
various council schools in Notting Hill and North Kensington, and the 
great majority of thesa would gladly attend a. Jewish school if it were 
at band. 

is would also help to solve the problem of Hebrew education. 
Although we possess an excellent Talmud Torah, which is attended by 
about a bundred and sixty pupils, and making allowance for another 
huadred and fifty who receive private tuition, or attend the various 
religious classes, there atill remains a not inconsiderable number of boys 
and girls who receive a0 Hebrew teaching at all. With tlhe school in the 
vicinity, oven those aot attending the Talmud Torah or religious classes 
would receive at least some Jewish education Farther, the Sabbath 
problem would also be solved. As matters stand at present, children are 
allowed to leave early on the short Fridays, only by special request of 
the parents, and even then, they ars penalised by losing their attendance 
marks. The result is that practically all the children, with afew notable 
exceptions, remain in school till 4.0 p.m. even when Sabbath begins 
attors.s0pm. By placing the Jewish School in the district, this prob 
fem would be practically solved [ would, therefore. suggest to the 
committee that instead of rebuilding the school in the locality where it is 

present altuated, it would be beneficial feom all points of view to place 
it within the district of Notting Hill and North Kensington.

[ao our last iasue we gave somo particulars of the ultimate reversion 
to the Zionist Movement (estimated at over £1.000,000 sterling) of the 
residue of the estate of the late Mr. Albert Solomon Nathan, a retired 
merchantof Pietermaritzburg, South Africa. 

' Inaddition several publiclegacies are provided forin the will. Thetesta 
tor's wearing appare! and personal ¢ifects are to be banded over tothe theu 
teacher of the local syugagogue for distribution at his discretion amon¢ 
poor and deserving mombers of the local congregation. The photographs 
of the testator’s family, and more espeolally the enlarged portrait of his 
mother, are to be handed ever to the Hebrew Oongregation of Pieter 
wWaritzburg as a keep-sake free of charge in consideration of the bequest 
made to them mentioned below. As regards any furniture or other articios 
of little value, the testator desires that they be sold and the proceeds be 
remitted free of charge or Succession Duty to Rabbi Bender of Cape Towa, 
or his successor in office, for disteibution in charity among poor anf 


‘deserving Jows locally or otherwise as he may think fit. 


~ The testator gives £5,000 to the Board of Grey's Hospital, Pieter 
maritzbarg, for the purpose of the erection of a ward—to be known a4 the 
Albert Nathan Memoria! "—over the mata entrance of which a tablet with 
suitat:!s inscription, shall be-placed. Farther, heleaves the sum of 
per annum for tue period of Glsy years from the date of his death to the 
Board of the hospital, for the malatenance of such building and towards 
the up-keep ofsuch ward. He desires thatthe ward shall be reserved for 
poor patients, those of the Jewish Faith to be preferred if possible. 

Testator bequeaths to the President of the local congregation such | 
sum as the congregation may be indebted to him, by way of any wort 
gage bond in bis favour. and any interest due thereon at the time of bis 
death, free of Buccession Duty. . This. bequest akall bo subject to the con 
dition that a deed of trust shall be executed, providing that the property 
thereunder mortgaged shall never be again mortgaged, and if suck 
property sball at any time be sold the proceeds shall only be devoted 
to the purchase of another property for occupation by the Jewish Kab!

“not wish to forget or be forgotten im the place where [ was born and spent 
a& happy childhood!” To the Jewish Orphanage at Cape Town is 
bequeathed £100 in memory of testator’s parents, and £40 as a dowry for 
two poor and deserving Jewish girls to be selected annually by the Board. 
The Old Durban Congregation is to receive £50 in momoriam, and 
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the Johannesburg Jewish Orphanage £100, and a farther £40 as a dowry 
for‘two poor and deserving Jewish girls to be selected annually by the 
Board, such dowries to be in memory of Albert Solomon Nathan. To 
the Minister for the time being of the Dutcb reformed Church at Pieter- 
maritzburg is left the sum of £2) in recognition of the support received 
whilst carryipg on business as “Natban Brothers” in Pietermaritzburg, 
from their Dutch friends, to be applied by him on behalf of the Voor- 
trekkers Museum in such manner ae he may consider expogfient. "

SERMON THE warn, 

Specially written for the “ Jewish Chronicle.” 
To-morrow we read as our weekly | lesson the 32nd chapter of 
Deuteronomy, which from its first word takes the fitle of INT. It is 


presented to us as the last song which Moses wrote, and which he taught — 


the children of Israel before his death, that it might testify in after years 
to al) that he had foretold in regard to what would happen to them 
according as they obeyed or transgressed the law of God. Al! Biblical 
authorities agree that thie dying song of Moses is one of the finest 
specimens of literary art that the Old Testament contains, and that 
ite contents are in every way wortby of the origim assigned to it. 
a This song,” says a modern writer, “soaring as it does to the Joftiess 
heights, moving amidst the richest abundance of pictures of both present 
and future, witb ite concise, compressed and pictorial style, rough, 
penetrating and sharp, bat full of the holiest solemnity, a witness 
against the disobedient nation, a celebration of the covenant of God, sete 
before us, in miniature, a picture of the whole life and conduct of the 
great man of God, whose office it pre-eminently was to preach condemna- 
tion.” Our weekly lesson commences with magnificent exordinum 
calling upon heaven and earth to give ear, and expressing the hope that 
the Lawgiver’s teaching may fal) with refreshing and fertilising showers 
upon the hearts of men. For he is aboutto proclaim the name of God, 
to whom all greatness is to be ascribed. Two Hebrew words are used to 
signify “hearing”—i77NM and yown. But the words are not merely 
sypopymonus. The one signifies “to give attention ” ; the other simply 
“to hear.” The one implies a more active state ie the other. The 
part which heaven plays in testifying to the truth of the prophet’s words 
is more important than that which the earth assumes. Heaven is the 
principal witness, earth a mere secondary witness. The first three verses, 
it will be noticed, are merely introductory to the song itself: 


“Give ear ye heavens and J will speak ; 

And let the Earth hear the words of my mouth. 
My doctrine shall drop as the rain, __ 

My speech shai! distil as the dew, 

As the smal! rain upon the tender graas, 

And as the showers upon the herb. 

For I will proclaim the name of the Lord; 
_Ascribe ye greatness unto our God.” 


_ Coming tothe song itself, its main contents group themselves under 
three beads: (1) the faithfulness of God and the faithlessness of Israel ; 
(2) the ectlaanaad and the need of its infliction ; (3) God's compassion 


‘ op the low and humbled state of His people. The faithfulpess of God is 


portrayed in a verse of sublime beauty, and is familiar to ns from the 
position it occupies in the Jewish funeral service: 


“The Rock! His deeds are perfect, 
For all His ways are justice ; 
A God of faithfulpes and without iieuien, 
Just and upright is He,” 


Israe], on the contrary, are perverse and crooked, requiting God's 
benefits with rebellion. They have dealt correptly with Him; they 
are not His children, it is their blemish, “ they are a perverse and crooked 
generation.” “Do you thus requite the Lord, O foolish people and 
unwise?” asks the poet in the sixth verse; and then, in order to bring 
home to them more forcibly the ingratitude and folly of their conduct, he 
dwelis upon what God was and bad been to the nation. In the frst piace 
He bad been their father, in that He had chosen them to be His people. 
He is also their “purchaser.” Heé bad acquired possession of them by 
delivering them from Egypt. And He is their “ maker ”—He made them 
into a nation. Finally, be is their “establisher”—He is now about to 
establish them in a Jand of their own.. This reference to their settle- 
went ip the land of Canaan leads the poet.to say, ip the eighth vorse, that 
from the very beginning, when God first allotted to the nations a place and 
a heritage, He had in view the portion He was going to assign to the 
ebildren of Israel. And now the writer proceeds to describe, in the tenth 
apd following verses, how God had led the Israelites through the wilder- 
pess, and how lovingly Hé bad watched over them in their wanderiugs. And 
in every way God had blessed His people; but they, instead of being grateful 
to Him for His benefits, nad been puffed up with pride and conceit, and had 
excited Hie jealousy by the worship of strange gode. For which foolish 
apostasy God would surely visit His people :—" And the Lord saw it and 
abborred them, because of the 'provocation of his sons and daughters. 
And He said, I will hide my face from them, I will see what their end 
will be.” Indeed, God would have rejected them utterly, but that He 
would not give their enemies occasion to blaspheme. 

But God's purpose was only to chastise. He would not make an end 
of Israel utterly, and a time was to come when He would avenge the 
ertielties of Israel's enemies. This is the theme of the closing verses. 
While Israel are assured of their ultimate deliverance, and that good wu!, 
in the end, triumph over evil, the poet finally ends his song with an appeal 
to the nations of the world to rejoice with Israel in the restoration of the 
moral order :— 

* Rejoice O ye nations with His people, for He will avenge the blood 

of his servants, and will render vengeance to His enemies, and will make 
explation for His land, for His people, 
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The Chief Rabbi Broadcast.

The Chief Rabbi delivered an address on Sunday evening last at the 
London Broadcasting Station. The address was transmitted to the 
Bournemouth, Birmingham, Cardiff and Manchester Stations. Dr. Hertz 
said: 

My Jewish and Christian friends: A rare opportunity is mine in the 
privilege extended to me of addressing you to-day, on “ The Jewish High 
Festivals.” Fora great number of Jewish men and women, my words 
this evening may deepen the significance of the New Year Festival and of 
the Day of Atonement—those two light-houses on the shores of eternity 
that have cheered and guided and sustained a bu dred generations in 
Israel by their heavenly radiance. Whereas for an even greater number 
of non-Jews, this may be the first occasion on which they can learn 
something of the world-embracing message which Judaism --the mother 

of religions—procilaims to humanity through these its holiest festivals. 

To begin with the festival which was observed on Monday /ast and 
on the day following. This New Year festival is far other than the mere 
opening day, according to the olden Jewish reckoning, of another year in 
the flight of time. Unlike the New Year celebrations of many ancient 


and modern nations, the Jewish New Year is not a time of revelry. [tis . 


a solemn season of self-examination and self-judgment in the life of the 
Jew. Scripture prescribes a special symbolic rite for this day, the 
sounding of the ram's horn, the Shofar. Whoever bas once beard during 
the New Year service the shrill notes of this oldest of wind instruments, 
will never forget them. And the meaning of this ceremony to the 
worshippers who listen to these notes in solemn awe is as stirring as the 
sounds themselves. Since days immemorial, the sounding of the ram's 
horn on the New Year has been interpreted in Israel as the clarion call 
to repentance and spiritual renewal, saying: “Awake, ye sleepers! Be 
not of those that miss realities in their hunt after shadows. Consider 


- your deeds; purify your hearts. There is an Eye that seeth al! things; 


there is an Ear that heareth all things. There isa heavenly Judge with 
whom is no unrighteousness, nor forgetfulness, nor respect of persons.” 
And on the High Festivals the Jew thinks not only of himself, but of 
peace and blessedness for all mankind. In the most ancient and solemn 
part of the Services both of the New Year and of the Day of Atonement, 
he prays God to hasten the time when the mighty shall be jast and the 
just mighty; when all the children of men shal! form one band of brother- 
hood ; when national arrogance and oppression shall have passed away, 
like so much smoke from the earth. 
Now as to the Day of Atonement. Of all the festivals of the Jewish 
year, the Day of Atonement—Yom Kippur—is the richest in the beauty 
of holiness. Scripture calls it the Sabbath of Sabbaths. And, verily, 


the Israelite rests on that day not only from all manner of work, but 


from all earthly affairs. Thus, not a morsel.of food, not a drop of water 
will pass the lips of a true son or daughter of Israel from sunset on 
Tuesday next till after nightfall on Wednesday. Tho evening before, as 
well as the whole of the day, is devoted to fervent prayer and Scriptare 
reading ; to hymn, anthem, and confession of sins. . 

The Day of Atonement is the most wonderful monument of the 
spiritual life in Israel; and, in large letters, so that even he that rons 
may read, does it spell forth the fundamentals of Judaism. Its basic 
truths are the moral freedom of man and the infinite power of true 
repentance. Sins there are that lic in wait at the door of our heart, and 
like wild beasts are ready to spring upon us; but—the Day of Atonement 
reminds us—we can always master them. This is a splendid, a 
momentous, fact in human life: that although we cannot always even 
half contro! our destiny, God has placed the reins of our conduct altogether 
into our own hands. There is only one fact more splendid and more 
momentous; and this is that man, having fallen, can rise again and 
return in penitence to his Father who is in Heaven. We need never 
assume sin's yoke ; and if we have assumed it, we can shake it off and repair 
the ravages of sin in our soul_-if our resolve for betterment be a sincere and 
genuine one. In the domain of the spirit, the Ethiopian can change his 
skin and the leopard hisspots. Judaism spurns the pagan fatalism which 
declares that there is no forgiveness and no atonement forsin. Nature pro- 
vides for the human body some escape from physical disease; shall not the 
God of Mercy and Lovingkindness take pity as well on the buman soul, 
scarred by sin and injured by temptation’s fire, and enable it to recover 
its pristine purity and beauty? Israel will to all eternity cling to the 
m \n-redeeming teaching of Isaiah the Prophet : 

** Let the wicked foreake his way. 
And the unrighteous man his thoughts: 
And let him return unto the Lord. 
Neither are your ways My ways, saith the Lord 
For as the heavens are higher than the earth, 


So are My ways higher than your ways, 
And My thoughts than your thoughts.” 


No wonder that Judaism has ever looked u thi 
fasting, and humiliation as a festival. A 
worshippers in the synagogue stood attired in white during the whole of 
the Day of Atonement. Those white garments were worn as an outward 
sign of the festive character of this day of Forgiveness and At-one-ment 
‘ When men are summoned before an earthly roler,” says the Talmud, 
to defend themselves against some charge, they appear downcast and 
dressed in black like mourners. Israel appears before God on the Atone- 
ment Day dressed in white as if going to a feast, because Israel is

Jewish Museum for New York. 


Valuable Collection Purchased. 


The city of New York will shortly have a new Jewish Museum con. 
sisting of a valuable collection of Jewish religious ceremonial objects, 
The collection. was for twenty years housed in the National Museum of 
the United States under the supervision of Dr. Chasanowitch. It wa, 
the property of a New York Jewish family which had been adding to it 
all the time. Recently the family was compelled to sell the collection, 
but the United States Government was unable to make the purchase, 
Subsequently, it was purchased by a group of wealthy New York Jews, 
and wiil be moved to New York. 

The collection contains Jewish Art objects of different periods of 
Jewish history. While it was on exhibition at the National Museum, 
New York, it was the centre of attraction for thousands of visitors, 
Caristians as well as Jews. 


Dr. Carl Arnstein

Builder of Zeppelin ZR 3. - 

Dr. Carl Arnstein, the engineer who built the new American Zeppelin 
ZR 3 and piloted it on its trial trip last week, is (as has alreaSy been 
reported) a Jew. He obtained his doctorate of engineering at the Prayue 
University and is now in his thirty-seventh year. For two years he was 
assistant Professor at the Department of Bridge Buildings at Prague 
University. From 1911 to 1914 he was Chief Engineer at the Strasbourg 
firm of Zueglin and Company. He built the famous Langenwiever 
railway bridge, which was the subject of an important scientific discussion 
at the Shipbuilding Congress in Berlin. Ia 1915 he was appointed to the 
Zeppelin works at Friedrichshaven, where he is now Chief Engineer. [no 
1923, he was a candidate for a Lectureship at the German Technical High 
School at Prague, but his candidature was rejected; suggestions were 
made that this was due to the fact that he is a Jew.—J.T.A. 


Columbus Not a Jew.

Duke d’Alba’'s Statement. 


“The theory that Christopher Columbus was of Jewish descent cann:t 
be supported by historical data,” declared the Duke d’Alba, in an inter 
view with the J.T.A. The Duke is held to be a direct descendant of tie 
discoverer of America. He is in possession of twenty letters written | y 
Christopher Columbus, and one of the chartsused by him. “TheSpanish 
Acad«my of History, several years ago, investigated the evidence sub 
mitted to prove the Jewish origin of Christopher Columbus, but cou'd not 
find it convincing,” the Duke declared. 

He added that he has been instramenta!l in publishing recently, under 
the auspices of the Roxbury Ciub tn London, a Spanish translation of the 
Hébrew Bible made by one of his ancestors, Luis de Guzman, who live 


_in the fifteenth centdry. The Duke d’ Alba also holds the Eaglish titie of 


Duke of Berwick. 


Mr. Loeb Resigns Bank Presidency. 


Monument to German Jewish Hero.

Mr. Loeb, the President of the Thuringian State Bank, who, as 
reported last week, was exonerated by a Government enquiry from 
charges of speculation and other irregularities, was arrested on a charge 
of attempting to remove documents from the bank, but was subsequently 
released. Mr. Loeb has again tendered his resignation, which has now 
been accepted. The anti-Semites are demanding new legal proceedings 
against him, while the Liberal Press strongly criticises the action of the 
Government, and says that Mr. Loeb, who did excellent work in saving 
the financial situation of Thuringia and of Germany itself, has fallen 4 
victim to anti-Semitic wire-pulling.

ment. These are all written in the plural number. “We have 
transgressed, we have been faithless, we have scoffed, we have gone astray,” 
is the statutory form of the confession. This is of the utmost importance. 
We associate ourselves in our confession of sing and in all our prayers 
for pardon with the most forlorn souls that sin in darkness; because we 
recognise that, in a very real sense, society is one organism, and that, 
collectively, we are responsible for all the preventible crime, vice, and 
misery of our fellow-beings. The observance of the Day of Atonement 
is thus altogether incompatible with the question : “Am I my brother's 
keeper?” And all our Atonement Day vows to rise toa higher life are 
empty words, unless we endeavour to raise others who may have fallen. 
A lonely traveller was crossing mountain heights of untrodden snow. He 
struggled bravely against the fatal sense of sleep which was fast stealing 
over him. Atthis crisis, he stumbled against a heap that was lying 
across his path. He found it to bea human body half buried in the snow. 
The next moment he held the frozen man in his arms; he was rubbing 
and chafing his limbs. The effort to restore another unto life brought 
back to himself warmth and energy, and was the means of saving both. 
The same law obtains im the realm of the soul. In order that our 
spiritual vitality may quicken inte new life, we must help others in 
highest matters of faith and hope.

unveiling of the monument in Mannheim to the late Deputy Ludwig 
Frank, the first. German soldier to fall in the war, tens of thousands of 
people attended the celebration. The gangs of Jew-baiters, who attempted 
to create disturbances, were driven off by strong patrols. The President 
of Baden, Dr. Wirth (the ex-Chancellor), Deputy Loebe (the ex-President 
of the Reichstag), and General Deimlin attended the ceremony. 

Adolf Hitler, whe was not long ago sentenced to five years’ imprison- 
ment in a fortress, was to have been roleased on parole on Wednesday. 
The police authorities, however, placed a veto on his release, on the 


ground that while in confinement he has been taking an active part in a 


movement for the restoration of the monarchy. Rumours are current of 
a plot to release Hitler. The Austrian Government has received a notifi- 
_oation from the Bavarian Ministry announcing its decision to banish 
Hitler to his native country, Austria. The Austrian Chancellor, however, 
declines to admit Hitler to Austria, on the ground that he is no longer a 
subject of that country. 

Mr. Arthur Wollenzihn, editor of the anti-Semitic organ, TH NEUE 
ZEITUNG, has been sent to prison for three months for accusing Jewish 
doctors of injecting disease germs into Germans who come to them. for 
treatment. 


Anti-Religious Conference on Yom Kippur 
Serious Floods in Leningrad. 
[From our Correspondent.) MOSCOW. 

The Jewish Communist section, the Evsektzia, has convened an anti- 
religious conference to be held on the Day of Atonement. The Yiddish 
Communist organ, the EMrss, complains that many Jewish Communists 
who are anti-religious agitators secretly attend synagogue services, 
especially during the festivals. ° 

Serious floods in Leningrad (Petrograd) have caused great damage to 
a number of Jewish institutions. The entire machinery, tractors, and 
stock of the Hechalutz organisation were spoilt, while the synagoguc at 
Lermontovski Pereulok was flooded. The women’s gallery at the syna- 
gogue is being used as a refuge forthose Jews whose homes are flooded, 
The Children’s Home at Vassilevski has also been destroyed. The Jewish 
community has opened a free restaurant at Sadovaya for the victims. 

The Soviet penal code is to be translated into Yiddish by a special 
commission, and several judges are to learn Yiddish, so that they may be 
able to sit in the Yiddish Oourts in the Ukraine. 


Polish Emigrants in Paris.

Many Arrests.

PARIS. 


On the first day of Rosh Hashana the Parisian police arrested 115 


Jewish emigrants from Poland who, at the ports of departure, had been 
refused by the transport companies because they bore forged passports 
and visas. They were released on the same day. An enquiry is being 
held concerning their position and that of the other stranded emigrants. 
These unfortunate people are the victims of swindiers in Poland who, for 
heavy fees, have procured them valueless passports. Two of these men, 
who were accompanying the emigrants to the port of embarkation, were 
arrested while travelling through Germany, and search is being made for 
the others. The poliee are treating the unfortunate victims of the swindle 
with as much consideration as possible, and are taking steps for their 
repatriation to Poland.

The Rev. E. M. Levy at Durban. 


The Rev. E. M. Gevy, B.A., the newly elected Minister of the Durban 
(South Africa) Congregation, was inducted into office at the Syna- 
gogue on September 7th.

In the course of his inaugural sermon, Mr. Levy, taking as his text 
Deut. ch. 16, vv, 18-20, “ Judges and officers shalt thou make thee in all 
thy gates, which the Lord thy God givoth thee, tribe by tribe, and they 
shall judge the people with righteous judgment,” reviewed epochs of 
Jewish history which demonstrated the direct dependence of the spiritual 
and moral welfare upon the rise of wise “Judges,” who were the ancient 
prototypes of the tdeal Jewish minister. The preacher acknowledged 
with humble pride the signal honour conferred upon him by the Durban 
Jewish community in calling upon him to fill an office hallowed by such 
ancient and noble traditions, and pledged himself ceaselessly to strive for 
Israel's spiritual welfare in Durban. 

The new Jewish Memorial and Communal Hall in Pretoria has been 
formally opened by the Minister of Justice, Mr. Tielman Roos, who said 
that the hall was not only a credit to the Jewish community in South 
Africa but a credit to the capital of South Africa. in the whole history 
of the world there was no race with the solidarity and cohesion which 
the Jews had produced. Members of the race were found all over the 
world, but they were one race. Religion had achieved this. As Minister 
of Justice he had found no more law-abiding race than the Jews. 

The Bishop of Pretoria expressed his pleasure at being present, and 
Said the hal! filled him not only with admiration bat with envy.

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THE PROPOSED REFORM OF THE CALENDAR, 


> 
The Jewish Position. 


From Professor Dr. Selig Brodetsky. 
To the Editor of THe JeEwisH CURONICLE. 


Sin,—While the question of the reform of the civil calendar is hardly 
yet within the domain of practical politics, itis nevertheless of importance 
that the matter be examined in good time, so that the Jewish attitude on. 
the subject may be determined, and the grounds for this attitude clarified. 

In the first place, it must be made perfectly clear that any attemps 
on the part of Jews or of any other body to hold up reforms based upon. 
the general convenience, and upon scientific considerations, must end in 
failure. If it is found that civilised humanity needs a change in. the 
mode of reckoning or eub-dividing time, and if the public opinion of 
civilised peoples is converted to being in favour of such change, then 
opposition grounded simply upon the consideration of Jewish orany other 
tradition will be swept aside with scant respect. It is, therefore, very 
important that we Jews form a dispassionate view on the matter, after 
careful study of the various considerations involved. I do not intend te 
Giscuss the problem in detail now, but possibly the views of a mathe- 
matical layman may be of some interest in this connection. 

To plump enthusiastically in fayour of a reform, merely because it 
happens to be a departure from current or from traditional usage is ne 


proof of “liberal” thought; at the same time it cannot be considered an. 


essential constituent of “orthodox ” belief to oppose a reform because it 
happens to run counter toaccepted usage. The advantages and disadvan- 
tages involved in any change must be balanced against ons another, and 
our decision must be determined by the result of this comparison. 

There can be no doubt that the fears expressed by the Chief Rabbi 
concerning the dangers to Jewish religious life involved in a departure 
from the uniform week of seven days are eminently justified. Rabbi 


Mattuck’s gibe about “externalities” shows that he has not given the 


matter any really serious thought. The influence of the calendar upon 
bumano life, and in particular upon Jewish religious and national life, 


should be especially obvious at this time of the year, when Jews all over 


the world, including, presumably, Kabbi Mattuck's followers, have jast 
been celebrating the Jewish New Year. A study of the Tractate Host 
Hashana, with its minute instructions on the fixing of the New Moon, a 
study of Maimonides’ rules about the calendar, a study of the important 
political effects produced by calendar controversies among Jews, suffice 
to establish the fact that any serious change in the Jewish mode of 
reckoning time would have a profound effect upon Jewish life. And 
nobody who bas any acquaintance with the cconomic situation of Jews 
all over the world can possibly doubt that tampering with the seven-day 
week would make the keeping of the Jewish traditional Sabbath se 
difficult as to be actually impossible, at any rate for the vast majority of ur. 

The suggested reform is briefly as follows. In any ordinary year 
there are 365 days, i.., 52 weeks and 1 day. 
days, i.¢e., 52 weeks and 2 days. A month is roughly 4 weeks, and in fact 
when we use the word “month” we generally mean 4 weeks, so that 
when we wish to use the word month in the sense of January or February, 
orsay from October 10th to November 9th inclusive, we use the phrase 
“calendar month.” The idea of the projected reform is to make a month 
consist of 4 weeks always, so that the ordinary year would contain 
months with 1 day over, and the leap year would contain |} months with 
2 days over. ; 

It need hardly be said that Jews, as Jews, can raise no objection te 
this change. Each one of us individually may or may not approve of it, 
but'as a body we have no right or reason to oppose this scheme, It is 
true that various arguments can be offered against the suggestion, and no

A LARGE number of conversions of Jewish girls to Islam have occurred 
recently at Smyrna (says the J.T.A.). Many of the conversions are said 
to have been forced, but altogether the wave of conversions is a conse- 
quence of the rigid “Ottomanisation™ policy instituted by the Turkish 
Government in the schools. 

Mr. SILAS AARON HARDOON, the noted Jewish philanthropist, who 
resides at Shanghai, has been decorated by the Chinese Government, with 
the Order of Chaoho, First Class with the Big Belt. This is the highest 
honour ever conferred in China upon a foreigner. 

ONE hundred thousand dollars have been voted by the Hebrew 
Immigrant Aid Society, of America, in response to the appeal for a fund 
of 500.000 dollars issued by the Emergency Committee on Jewish 
Refugees, for the immediate relief of 10,000 Jews stranded in Europeans 


_ seaports who had planned to migrate to the United States, and were not 


permitted to cross the Atlantic because the “quota” allotted to their 
native lands had become exhausted. 

To enable the Jewish delegates to attend the meeting of the Inter- 
national Congress on Child Aid, held at Vienna, at which the question of 
child aid in the Ukraine was to be considered, the Congress altered the 
day fixed for the discussion, which coincided with Yom Kippur, to the 
previous day. 

A MONUMENT to the memory of Chaim Salomon, the first Jewish 
immigrant from Poland, who participated in the American Revolution, 
helping to establish American independence, is being advocated by the

doubt the departure from the ancient view of a year of 12 months may 
eause pain to some lovers of the past. But asa religious body, or in apy 
other capacity, we Jews have nothing fo say op this point, especially as 
im our own calendar the year may consist of 12 or of 15 months. 
The objectionable feature of the proposed reform, and the feature to 
which the Chief Rabbi refers in bis protest against the project, is the 
following. 1t would obviously be very convenient if in every month the 
Jet were alwaye op a Sunday, the 2nd on a Monday, and so on, the 7tb 
op. Saturday, the Sth on a Sunday, the 9th on a Monday, and 80 on for 
the third and fourth weeks, with the 2&th day of the month always op @ 
Baturday, and the ist of the next montb again op a Sunday. . Thie is, 
however, rendered impossible by the fact-—over which we have no 
control—that the year must be either 13 such months plus } day, or 15 
gucb movtbe plus 2 days, based upon the time taken by the Earth to go 
round the Sun. In order to overcome this difficulty it is proposed that 
the extra 1 day or the extra 2 daye, as the case may be, shal) be excluded 
from the seven-day week arrangement. Thus thinge might be somewhat 
ae follows: The year would have thirteen months, January, February, 
etc.. with one new montb thrown in, November, December. January ist 
would be op a Sunday, and, similarly, the Ist of each month would be on @ 
Bunday, including December ist. This means, of course, that the las) 
_ day of December, namely the 2th, would be on a Saturday. There 
would be 1 day over belonging to the same year, and in a leap year two 
days over. lt is therefore suggested that in the ordinary year the 
1 superfiuoue day shall not be called Sunday, and in a Jeap year the 
2 superfiuous days shal) not be called Sunday and Monday, but that the 
superficous days shall not be part of a week atal). superfluous 


days, it ie proposed, should be absolutely extra days, extra public holidays. 


or bank-bolidays. In. effect, this means that the last week of the year 
would consist of eight days inp ap ordinary year, and of nine daysina 
leap year. 

Nobody, I am sure, wil) object to the creation of more holidays. But 
it is clear that the religious principle of a Sabbath every seventh day is 
at complete variance witb this proposal). i bave no desire to argue the 
point whether the religious principle is important or not: the fact ie that 
the religions cf civilised humanity al) agree on this principle. Thus the 
Jewish Sabbath would in one year fal) on Saturdays, in the next year on 
Fridays, in the next year on Thursdays, in the next year on Tuesdays 


because of the leap year, and s0 op. It does not need much imagination 


to realise the complete chaos this would produce in Sabbath observance. 

Now it will be asked: “ Are there not very obvious advantages to all 
humanity ip the proposed change, and should not we Jews, who only 
form about one per cent. of the human race, make some sacrifice for the 
common good’” 1 admit that there is obvious convenience in the highly 
systematised calendar thus propesed. But actually it ie as much against 
the interests of Christianity and of Mohammedanisw to disturb the seven- 
day week, as of Judaism. Our claim-is thus one witb that of the other 
communities of mankind, and so apy opposition from our side would not 
be obscurantist wedievalism based upon mere “ externalities,” but would 
be congruent witb the opposition of the other great religions of mankind. 

Now it might be argued that what | have just said really destroys 
the force of our claim. if Christianity will also suffer in the same way 
then our Sabbath wil! continue to fal] a day before the Christian Sabbatb, 
apdso we will apparently, not be in a worse positionthan now. Thisis, how- 
ever, not quite right. The chaos would be just as creat even if Christians 
shared it witb us. The Sabbath can be kept effectually if it is automatic 
and a habit, not if it is subject to progressive calculations. 

There is besides, in my opinion, one final and fata) objection to the 
proposed change. The confusion that it would introdnce into ordinary 
civil life is incalculable. Very few of us reckon time in years. The year 
is a long unit, and we are bound to seek for something shorter and more 
tractable. The week is obviously convenient; otherwise it would not 
have prevailed against other units, e.g., the Roman. We must havea 
upit of a few days, and of invariable length, for ordinary domestic and 
eivicaffairs. The astronomer and the financier can use any units they 
please : the bulk of mankind want something easily intelligible and which 
they can wanipulate with facility. 

it follows that the second part of the proposed reform, namely the 
departure from the uniform week, is not only opposed to the interests of 
all religions, but would also import considerable confusion into the 
ordinary processes dependent upon time. In other words, the theoretical 


advantages of the chapge would be more than outweighed by the practical 
dimiculties involved. 


1, therefore, think that we Jews are completely justified in opposing : 


this change, and I hope that no section of our people will pursue this will- 
o’-the-wisp of ap ultra reform. We should rather combine with other 
communities for the purpose of working out such a reformed civil 
calendar as will lead to the maximum of convenience, and to the minimum 
of interference witb important principles of civilised life.

CCLIX.—On Going to Synagogue. 

Last Wedresday night, as ] wae putting up my Succah, the Antiquary 
and the Iconoclast were with me, each lending a hand. The latter 
remarked that these last ten days had been crowded with visits to the 
Synagogue. On the New Year Days. he bad attended morning and 
evening ; then there was the Sabbath before; he had also managed to 
put ip an early morning visit on one or two of the Days of Penitence. 
The coming fortnight would likewise entail extended Synagogue visita. 
tion. Throughont the four weeks of Tishri, the loonoolast continued, he 
was very often on the road between his home and the Synagogue. 

- ‘The Antiquary swiled. “ How are you laying up stores in Heaven 
for yourself?” he remarked very seriously. “The Mishna, in a passage 
which the Prayer-Book has adopted, counts punctual attendance. at the 
Beib Hamidrash as one of the things ‘the fruits of which a man eép)joys 
in thie world, while a stock remains for him in the world tocome.’ The 
inventory inclades honouring parents, charity, bospitality, visiting the 
sick, peace-making, and so on. 16 is true that attendance at the Beth 
Hawidrash may have reference to study. Bat at the end of the passage 
the study of the Torab is said to.cutweigh.all the other virtues. 1am 
inclined to think therefore that going to Synagogue is thus highly praised. 

Going to Synagogue was probably also in the mind of the author of . 
another well known passage in the Ethics of the Fathers. ‘There are 
four sorte of people among those who attend the Beth Hamedrash,’ we are 
informed, ‘(1) He who goes but does not observe anything: he at least 
receives a reward for going ; (2) He who is observant, but does not attend ; 
he receives a reward for bis observance ; (3) he who goes and also observes ; 
be is said to be good ; and (4) he who neither attends nor practices : he is 
written down as bad.’ ; 

“It occurs to.me” continued the Antiquary, “that the writer was 
thinking of actual walking to Synagogue. He uses the word — whicb,

from synagogue to bis bome. Yet, I cannot rid myself of the feeling that 
it is not in good taste. It reminds me cf people driving to and from the 
theatre. There they make apn impression. They lord it over the crowd. 
They expect and receive deference. Butin the synagogue’ Somehow 
that is out of accord with the feelings, expressed so passionate!y and yet 
with no little restraint, by the author of the eighty fourth Psalm. \Who- 
ever he was, he loved the sypagogue with fervour ‘ How lovelyare Thy 
tabernacies, O Lordof Hosts,’ he cries enthusiastically. ‘My sou) lopgeth 
for the courts of the Lord,’ he confesses.- Then there comes the grand 
finale: ‘I had rather be a doorkeeper in the house of the Lord than dwell 
in the tents of wickedness.’ ” 

The Iconoclast took up the tale. “ Don't talk to me of the * door- 
keepers in the House. of the Lord.’ When 1 hear the conversation that 
foes On in sympagogue on the most solemn occasions, | despair utterly of 
the foture. Men taik business and women talk fashions. lam told that 
ip one synagogue on the New Year two ladies kept up a running conversa- 
tion, loud enough for all around to bear, about the cut and price of their 
frocks and on the relative merite of two popular flms. Well-brec people 
behave respectfully in synagogue ; those who are loud in their dress and 
cop versation only show that they lack breeding.” 

“| am-not sure that you are right,” retorted the Antiquary, “ Don’t 
forget that in the centuries of the Ghetto the synagogue was not only the 
House of Prayer but, as the Chief Rabbi was recently telling us, the 
centre of communal life. It was the Jews’ club; it was the place from 
which announcements were made regarding business and pleasure. 
There the congregation rejoiced with the bridegroom, and mourned witb 
bins who had been bereft of a loved one. The Jew was at home in the 
synagogue, and théreforé he todk it easythere. The case of the gossiping 
ladies of your illustration is but one of atavism. Their ancestors did 
in day# gone by what they are doing to-day. Andif they do deck them- 


‘selves Out in all their fuery, did not the Psalmist himself say that the 


Lord's tabernacles arelovely? _ Besides, itis something that they and their 
men folk putin an &ppearance at all on what is termed the High Holidays. 
There is something to be said for the one-day Jew. He comes, as it were, 
op the occasion of the great review, or, if you profer another picture, of 
the family gathering. These annual re-unions should not be underrated. 
On these occasions the House of lerae] appears before the Lord, and it is 
desirable that as large a host as possible should assemble. Perbaps the 
communa), or even the national, comsciousness may be strengthened in 
this or that one.” 

“You are tod lenient with those who behave badly in synagogue,” 
the iconoclast cried. “Let me remind you that the ancient Rabbis 
thought highly of the synagogue and ordained a dignified bearing there. 
They eschewed laughing and talking “in eymagogue ; they declared that 
men and women sbould enter and leave the synagogue as they would the 
King's presence. Some Rabbis even went so far as to make extravagant 
claims for the synagogue. One taught that prayer is heard in the syna- 
gogue alone M23 NON Sw PN—a strange view 
when regarded in the light of the Biblical promise: ‘In every place 
where | cause My Name to be mentioned, 1 wil) come unto thee and I 
will bless thee.’ But this by the way. Rabbi Simon ben Lakish applied 
the term bad neighbour to a man who does not attend Synagogue. We 
ought to return to these old ideals, which were also incorporated in the 
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Shulchan Aruch. Ghetto days have fortunately long passed, and there is 
therefore no need to retain Synagogue conduct which is of Ghetto origin. 
When the Ghetto fell, the Jowa rightly learned tho arta of social tnter- 
course curren’ in Western Europe. Part of that social intercourse is to 
behave quietly and respectfully at places of worship. some synagogues 
there is painted in a prominent place over the Ark, the words: ‘Kuow 
before whom you are standing,’ and whén [*think how little notice is 
taken of the admonition, [ feel that something drastic should be done to 
bring the culprits to a sense of their bad form. For my own part [ am 
so disgusted that [ do not want to goinside a synagogue again.” 


The Antiquary lUstened with concern to the sentiments of the 


younger man whose passion it was to do away with the wrongs 
of the world. We spoke soothingly to the [conociast. [n those 
days when forms of organised religion oo tonger dominate life to 
the exclusion of all else, it is something to get people to come to 
Synagogue at all, even on special occasions. [n former generations 
the Jew had no other interest outside the Synagegue. To-day the 
Synagogue is the least interest he has. [t is often said that the maia 
reason why a Jew attachos himself to a synagogue at all is that he may 
“ properly buried among Jows. Yot of what consequence is the reason,

'»* The [conoclast would have the last word. He objected to niake- 
believe and shams. For the majority of Jows to-day synagogue attendance 
isasham. Some come onty out of 4 kind of superstitious dread to recite 
Kaddish , the majority come on two or three days inthe yoar. “Give 
me the Chevrah,” he cried. “There at least mondo pray. There they 
can attain to a high level of spirituality. [tf they talk of worldly things, 
at any rate they also sing the prayers, psalms, and piyyutin of the 
Prayer Book. The modern synagogue is more like a fashion parade than 
a house of prayer.” 

My Succah was almost complete. Only the root covering needed 
attention, and that [ left for the following day. When my guests had 
gone and I recalled their conversation, { felt that both were right—the 
Antiquary, in his judgment of conductin the light of the past, mingled 
with the appeal to human kindliness; tho Iconoclast, in his anger at 
latter day abuses. I[s there any denying thatabuses exist? Can anyone 

assert boldly that allis well with the synagogue’? But the first step to 
improvement is 4 recogaltion of failure.

FUTURE OF ZIONIST POLICY. 


Dr, Weiywanp recently received a nomber of press representatives 
in Jerusalem, and replied to questions concerning the future of Zionist 
policy. | 

One of the first questions was in connection with the extension of 
tho Jewish Agency and the participation in ‘t of American non. Zionist 


Jewry. Dr. Weizmapp explained that the negotiations with American 


Jewry op the subject wonld be resumed after the close of the Presidential 
election now Im progress in the United States. A democratic 
Jewish Congress would then be convoked in America to discuss finally 
the question of the Jewish Agency. European Zionist leaders will take 
part in the Congress. 3 

The Investment Corporation, which the Conference in March decided 
op establishing, “ with adequate capital for the purpose of upbuilding and 
developing the economic rescnurces of Palestine op an economic basis, 
and enlisting. if possible, the cc-operation of a) existing and operating

THE WEEK IN THE THEATRES. 


Last Friday afternoon Mies Sybil Thorndike gave a special perform. 
ance of Eurtpides’ “ The Trojan Women,” in Professor Gilbert Murray's 
translation, at the New Theatre. The production, which was in aid of 
the Women’s International League, is to be repeated this afternoon, and 
lovers of real drama who roissed last Friday’s performance should 
certainly not fail to visit the New to-day. Great as is Miss Thorndike’s 
art, she has probably never done anything to equal her rendering of 
Heeuba, the tragic Queen of Troy, whose heaped-up load of agony brought 
tears to all eyes—not even excepting those of the stony-hearted critics, 
It is a part that would be infinitely beyond the powers of most actresses, 
if only by reason of the enormous emotional strain it must involve. If 
the rest of the cast seemed almost weak, that was due to the inevitable 
comparison with Miss Thorndike, for Miss Beatrice Wilson's Andromache 
and Mr. Lewis Casson’s Talthybius were both excellent performances. 
Just one word of complaint. It seemed unjust that after Euripides and 
Miss Thorndike between them had moved us al! to tears we should be 
set choking and weeping again with the smoke engendered by burning 
Troy. 

The Dramatic Section of the Birmingham Jewish Arts Society gave 
a reading of a new play, “ Vision,” by Mr. Louis Joseph, last Sunday. 
The function appears to have been a distinct success. A correspondent 
writes: “ The play may be said to have little or no Jewish interest apart 
from the names of the characters; it deals with the altered outlook upon 
life which follows the gaining of the sense of sight by a youth who had 


‘been blind from birth. Ifthe play could be re- written—with the excision of 


several minor characters and those parts of the dialogue which to some 
may seem indelicate—the result would be a play deserving of an amateur 
production.” Mr. Joseph, who bas has only just attained his majority, 
bas achieved no small feat in producing what, from all accounts, isa 
serious and earnest piece of dramatic work. | 

The Liverpool Shivath Zion Amateur Dramatic Section held its 
opening meeting last Sunday. Mr. A. Hasleton, who presided, announced 
the Society's intention to confine its work entirely to Jewish plays. A 
play reading of “The Burden,” by Ehrlich Levinger, was given. The 
programme for the coming season includes plays by Pinski, Sholem 
Aleichem, Hirschbein, and Sholem Asch. The first production will be on 
November 30th at the Zionist Hall, when “ Winter,” by Sholem Asch, and 
“ Agenten ” (in Yiddish), by Sholem Aleichem, will be staged. 

“Monsieur Beaucaire,’’ the great Paramount picture featuring 
Valen tino, bas fully justified the most optimistic expectations, and full 
houses are the order of the day at the Pavilion. The film forms an 
excellent combination of excitement and romance in just the right 
proportions. 

Tiberio, who is known—and with good reason—as “The Eacyclo- 
paedic Artist,” bas been giving a remarkable “turn” at the Coliseum this 
week, her act including playing on the violin, the ‘cello, and the con- 
certina, juggling, sharpshooting, lightning caricaturing, and dancing—as 
well as extraordinarily rapid changes of costume. She gives, indeed, a . 
complete vaudeville programme “on her own”! Tiberio will remain at 
the Coliseum next week, as will alseo Mme. Lillebil, the granddaughter of 
Ibeen, a very charming dancer, who combines histrionic with terpsichorean 
ability to an unusual degree. Mordkin, the famous ballet master of the 
Moscow State Ballet, will also be on next week's programme, as well as 
“Tbe Act Beautiful.” Isobel Elsom, who has been scoring in “ Doubt” 
at the Coliseum this week, will be seen next week atthe Alhambra, where 
the programme wil) include also Jack Hylton’s Band, Neil McKay, Jenny 
Golder, and Artemus. Only one more day remains for those (if there are 
any) who have not yet seen Nora Bayes, for she finishes her season at the 
New Oxford to-morrow evening, after which she leaves for America. 
I learn, by the way, that last Sunday's performance at the Alhambra in 
aid of the Royal Dental Hospital was a greatand deserved success. 

“The Looking Glass,” which was produced at the Vaudeville last 
week, is quite unsuited’ to a theatre of the intimate type. Mr. de 
Courville paints with a broad brush—even his chorus girls have to be six 
feet in height (and this on one of the smaliest stages in London !)—and 
“ The Looking Glass,” needs space for a load of elaborate “effects” to 
hide the banalities of the “book.” At the Vaudeville this type of revue 
is merely dull where it is not vulgar. As a specimen of the “ humour,” 
there is one scene in a cabaret the sole “ joke’’ of which lies in the fact that 
of the crowd of would-be diners seeking admission, the only ones accom- 
modated with tables are named Goldstein, Goldberg, and Griinbaum. 
Curiously enough, this excruciatingly fanny incident failed to arouse 
much merriment, most of the audience being sunk in apathy born of two 
hours’ complete boredom. Deep sympathy will be felt with Mr. Hay 
Petrie, who has fallen from Shakespearean acting to this stuff—a descent 
comparable only to the legendary fall of—-LUCIFER. 


MUSICAL NOTES. 


The first of the Central Hall concerts on Saturday night last, directed 
as hitherto by Mr. Arthur Meale, may be said to have started the popular 
concert season. The programme was an attractive one, and a large 
audience gathered. Well-known artists figured prominently; they 
included Mr. Joseph Farrington and Miss Doris Burns, a charming 
contralto, and Mr. Louis Dare. On the instrumental side were 
Miss Marian Jay and Mr, Arthur Meale. Miss Jay is the noted 
violinist whom we have heard but too seldom recently. Her 
playing of the Mendelssohn Concerto proved conclusively that this is a 
fault that ought to be remedied. The humorous element was in very safe 
bands with Mr. Gordon Marsh and Mr. Ronald Gourley, the latter so well 
known “over the ether.” 

_ The Kingsway Hall also started its excellent series of Saturday night 
concerts. The first was marked by the appearance of Mr. Gatty Sellars, 
the organist as well as director of these concerts. His own overture, 
“ Pageantry,” made very acceptable hearing. Amosg the other artists 
were Miss Dorothy Robson, Miss Alice Toothill, Mr. Herbert Thorpe, and 
and Mr, Charles Lewis, a clever entertainer, 
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Law Gases. 

BARNATO WiLL Dispure.—Next month Mr. Justice Romer will hear 
a case concerning the extent fo which Captain Woolf Barnato, son of the 
late Mr. Barney Barnato, benc fits under two wilis—those of his father and 
Mr. Woolf Joe! (Mr. Barney Barnato’s nephew). The defendants to the 
action are Messrs. S. B. Joel and J. B. Joel. The matters in question were 
first mentioned in the Chanoery Courtia July, i919, when Captain \Voolf 
Barnato asked for an order for an account of the dealings and transactions 
of Barvato Bros, from June Tith, 1497, the day of his father's death, down 
to February 28th, 1917, the date on which a partnership between himself 
and the Joel Brothers was dissolved. 16 was stated in court that by his 
father’s will (of which Mr. H. Isaacs Barnato and Mr. Woolf Joel were 
executors and trustees) Captaia Woolf Barnato was given £250,000, and 
he claimed that be was eutitled to 4 proportionate part of the profit of 
‘the business. The capital of the firm in 1897 was £8,835,000, but what 
the amount of Mr. Barney Baraato's share in it was did not appear. 


QUARREL AT A CARD ParRty.—-The cise (referrod to in our issue of 
August 15th) in which Allan Seymour Higgins was charged with 
maliciously ieflicting grievous bodily harm, and on a second charge of 
doing actual bodily harm, upon Hyman Kerman at a card party at Kings- 
gate Hote!, St. Peter's, Thanet, on August 4th, was heard at Dover 
Quarter Sessions on Monday. Sir Edward Marshall Hall, who appeared 
for defendant, pleaded “not guilty” to the first charge, but “ guilty” to 
the second. Higgins had since signed a statement regretting the assault 
on Kerman and promising not to molest him in the future. He also 
intended to pay fifty guineas each to the Margate and Ramsgate hospitals, 
and 250 guineas towards the expenses of the prosecution on account of 
his behaviour. Sir Henry Cartis Bennett asked that Higgins might be 


bound over under these conditions — £100 his own recognisances, with one 
surety of £100. The Recorder agreed. 


LANDLORD AS TRESPASSER.—At the Whitechapel County Court last 
Friday, Joseph Puritz sued Jack Cohen, of 21, Jamaica Street, Stepney, 
for £5 15s. Od, rent due. The claim was admitted, but there was a 
counter claim for the price of gas fittings detained. Plaintiff admitted 
that after he bad served notice to quit, he removed a staircase as it was 
in a dangerous condition. Cross-examined, he also admitted that there 
was no written order to have it removtd orrebuilt. The Jadge: “ There. 
fore plaintif? was a mere trespasser. He had no right of entry, and 
defendant could have claimed substantial damages.” Defendant was 
ordered to pay the rent due, but was awarded 2s. for the detained gas 
fittings, and 5s. nominal damages for trespass. 


FuRRIER SUED FOR DAMAGES.—Last Fnday, at Whitechapel County 
Court, Mrs. Annie Wainer, of 15, Anthony Street, sued Harry Bernstein, 
furrier, of }3, Anthony Street, for damages for breach of warranty on the 
sale of two furs. Plaintiff said that the furs were bought for her two 
daughters, but after they had been worn once the fur began to fall out, 
and she returned them to defendant. Defendant admitted that one side 
of one of the furs was deficient, but he was of opinion that the fur had 
been dcliberately plucked out. Judge Ciner gave jadgment for defendant 


BANKRUPTCY ACT CHARGES.—At the Central Criminal Court, on 
Monday, the Recorder (Sir Ernest Wild, K.O.), passed sentence of nine 
months’ tmprisonment in the second division on Leopold Adler, 29, 


 raveller, on bail, who pleaded “ guilty” to a charge of, having been 


adjudged bankrupt, attempting to account for part of his property by 
fictitious losses. He pleaded “not guilty” to a charge of conspiring with 
two others, named Silver and Fisher, to defraud his creditors, and that 
charge was not proceeded with. The defendant, it was stated, had 
carried on business as a woollen merchant. Ino July, 1922, be failed 
with labilities of £5,655 andassets £64. It wasalleged that he accounted 
for £2,500 and £2,115 of his property by stating that it was in respect of 
goods sold to persons who never paid for them. The Recorder remarked 
that it was fortunate for the defendant that the Crown had been able to 
accept the plea to the lesser offence under the Bankruptcy Act. it was 
said he was on the fringe of a gang of “long firm” asawindle:s, but 
he was an important tassel of the fringe as he had collected 
the goods which were later obtained by greater scoundrels.— 
At the instance of the Pablic Prosecutor, Philip Radzanov, boot merchant, 
of Gravel Lane, Salford, a native of Poland, who came to Enogland 
in 1913, was summoned under the Bankruptcy Act before the Salford 
Stipendiary Magistrate (Mr. P. W. Atkin), on Wodnesday of last week, 
in four cases, for within six months preceding the filing of his 
petition unlawfully disposing of goods obtained on credit. There was 


a further summons of failing to give a satisfactory explanation of the © 


loss of a substantial part of his estate within a year of his bankruptcy 
The Trustee, under examination, said the defendant bad paid thousands 
of pounds to creditors, had not lived extravagantly, and had accounted 
for all the cash received. At the conclusion of the prosecution's case the 
defendant entered a plea of “not guilty,” and the Magistrate decided that 
Radzanov should take his trial at the Sessions on the four charges of 
unlawfully disposing of goods, but he dismissed the other summons, 

A DIsOoORDERLY CONVERT.—AsS the result of disturbances during the 
enthronement procession of Dr. Barnes as Bishop of Birmingham, Barnett 


Maurice England, who said he was a Hebrew Christian and had been 


miraculously converted, was charged on Friday last with disorderly con 
duct. A constable stated that as the procession was about to enter the 
cathedral defendant shouted: “A man who says we descended from 
monkeys is a lar, and it is a sin against God.” On promising not to 
create farther disturbances the accused was discharged.

who, when arrested, had only been out of prison two days, after serving

g rubber bali bounce? Have you ever thought what the reason is? 
There are two elastic properticos at work—the rubber, and tho air 
inside. As the ball touches the ground the rubber and the air are both 
compressed by the impact. They immediately expand again to their 
normal volume, and the expansion forces the ball off the ground 
Glass is very clastic, and a marble will bounce inthe same way. [It 
you could have a slow motion picture taken of a marbie bouncing you 
would see that it goes quite flat at the moment of impact. It is 
resilient. It possesses the quality of rebound. The Jow possesses 
the same quality of resiliency. 


THE WET BALL. 


Hore is a little experiment. Putarubber ball in water. Then 
ace it gently on the ground noting bow smali the water-mark is.
